Cox, who is a native of North Caro­ 
lina. told of war ridden China after 
the Japan? se had invaded it in 11132.

claimed 
that 
thousands 
upon 
thousands of Chinese were killed of 
which the newspapers knew nothing. 


“Even today,” Cox pointed out “it is 
not unusual to see dead Chinese float­ 
ing down the riv--s oi China. And the 
populace is unconcerned!” 
The speaker also told of som e of his 
visits to Chinese factories. In one mod 
c m glass factory the foreman of the 
I taut received about 57 cents a day 
while the laborers, working IO hours a 
day for 6 days a week received an y ­ 
where from one to two dollars pet 
U M‘k. 
“In Shanghai conditions are 
vert 
bad, but in Dong Kong you can easily j 
believe you are iii another country,’ 
Cox said. “Here, due to the influence 
of the English and others, there i. 
• very modern convenience.” 
Speaking of the 
Philippines, 
Cox 
said, “Everything is backwards here 
Cars ride on the left side of the road 
When a man says 'good-bye' he waver 
to conies here, and when he tells you 
to ‘come here* he waves his hand as if 
to tell you to go. 
And 
when 
th' 
Philippines are working if there is one 
object to be carried two men will do 
it, but lf there are two objects only 
one man will carry them !” 
An interesting 
marital custom 
of 
these people 
was revealed by 
Cox 
when he pointed out that the boy aud 
girl live together for a year, and, ii 
at the end of this time they have no 
children they separate and try again 
No marriage ceremony is ever per­ 
formed.

Cox said we have practically no rain 
fall here. “ In an average year 58 feet 
is the rainfall in the Philippines, while 
he e in this country a little more than 
50 inches is good.”
